Prospects of peace have sud- 


denly become brighter as the re- 
sult of agreements reached by 
the council of four at Paris, an- 
nouncements of whkh setro to 
indicate that within a abort 
time tho war worn world will 
begin to return to something 
like normal international condi- 
tions. 


On April 25, which will be 185 


days after the last gun of" the 
great war was fired, allied and 
German delegates will gather 
at Versailles, the historic place 
where treaties which have re- 
modelod empires and signalled 
the rise of new nations have 
been framed. 


A statement given out by 


President Wilson at Paris l»nrt 
night indicated that the tfOftty 
with Germany would be com- 
pleted in a short time and1 that 
in the meanwhile the probhms 
involved in the settlement of 
the conflicting claims of Italy 
and Jugo Slavja to territory on 
the eastern 'shore of the Adri- 
atic _would be given preferential 
consideration. 
It is probable 


that the allies of Germany will 
be called almost immediately 
after the German delegates have 
received the allied terms and 
have passed on them. 


Germany by the terms of the 
treaty, wUl be called .upon to 
pay 100,000,000,000 g'old marks, 
which at the pre-war rate of ex- 
change would be equivalent to 
528,820,000,000. 
Of this im- 


mense sum .there must be_ paid -, 
within two years an ' amount ' 
equal to $4,764,000,000, and dur- 
ing the next thirty years twice 
that sum must be turned over to 
the allies. 
A commission will 


determine when and how the 
remaining $9,528,000,000 of the 
reparation fund must bo paid. 
There seems to be an agreement 
on the vexing problem of the 
Franco-German frontier. 
It is 


said the Germans will be com- 
pelled to withdraw all troops 
from a zone 25 miles wide on 
the right bank of that river un- 
til the first instalment of the in- 
demnity is paid. 


While the work of fixing the

'.Then you must look out for the other B—the man whom Presi- 
dent Taft: has called the Bourbon employer—who has learned 
nothing out of the' war and does not realize the gravity of con-

"This, the most Germanic state 


of tho Union, has sent more men to 
serve under the colors in the war 
than any other state in proportion 
to its' population," said Mr. Govan. 
"One to 15 of the population. That 
is the record. How you can recon- 
cile those- two facts—that it is the 
most Germanic state in the union 
and the .most patriotic, I leave it to 
you. 


"Now, the sudden termination of 


the war caused the cancellation of a 
lot of large contracts, with the result 
of throwing a lot of men out of work, 
and these men were constantly be- 
ing exhorted during the war to -work 
to the limit of their' strength and 
beyondj'to'give for libertyJxradS and 
for the various war charities, wheth- 
er they could afford to do so .br.not. j 
.They were told that this, was a war j 
for democracy; and now' they say i 
that having served their turn they.

Even the soldierg who were flattered 
and petted during the war are looked 
upon today with indifference.

Hanson Bill Up 


, The C. E. Hanson bill was received 
in the governor's office Thursday af- 
ternoon and under the constitution 
the governor has six days, Sundays 
not counted, to consider the motion. 
This means that the measure would 
under ail ordinary circumstances be 
reported back to the house not later 
than Thursday. 
It is understood, 


however, that Gov. Philipp intends 
to give immediate consideration to 
the C. E. Hanson till. 


Speculation is rife at the capitol 
as to just what action Gov. Philipp 
will take .on the &. E. Hanson bill. 
Many men who are close-to the gov- 
ernor point out that the executive 
signed a bill two years ago provid- 
ing for the interpellation 
of1 the 


members of the state conservation 
commission. The C. E. Hanson bill 
simply makes this principle apply tc 
all appointive state officers. 
On the 


other hand, it is pointed out that 
the governor has always taken the 
position that the executive of the

would be harmful in many respects. 


• "The question before the legisla- 
ture is the establishment of a defi- 
nition of intoxicating liquor. It is 
my Judgment that beer containing 
less than 3 " per cent alcohol would 
not be harmful 'in the 
sense that 


strong drinks are, and it would rea- 
sonably satisfy those ,who are in the 
habit of using stronger drinks. It 
is also suggested that the people be 
permitted to use a mild \wrne, and I 
see no harm in that if the use of It 
is confined to homes and it is not of- 
fered for public sale. 


Congress to Act 
"I feel that such a statute would 


cure the evils complained of in con- 
nection wtth the use of alcoholic 
drinks and at the same time would 
satisfy those who wish, to use bev- 
erages in some form. 
Under such 


a statute th« state would not Be 
filled with blind stills and other de- 
vices that would produce 
liquors 


that are absolutely 
harmful 
nor 


would it be promoting the use of 
patent' medicines- that 
contain a 


large per cent of alcohol, extract and 
other substitutes, 


"No doubt the last word on the 


question of prohibition enforcement 
will come from congress, but there 
ia no indication that the subject will 
be reached or disposed of for some 
time by our national legislatures. 
In the meantime something must be 
done by-the states, and I assume that 
our own legislature will undertake 
to give us legislation on this sub- 
ject, 


"I do not wish to set myself 


up on what constitutes an intox- 
icating drink. Some of oar ed- 
itors who have written to free- 
ly on this subject probably 
would be much tetter judres." 
In some localities where the peo- 


ple do not wish tb* Bale of even a 
very mild drink a* a standing bar, 
the governor suggested that the 
problem might" be met by confining 
the sale of mild alcoholic drink* to 
restaurants and other places which 
do not maintain bars.

damage, to incaded Russian territory 
but probably, will be'.turned over to 
Great Britain and France to. apply 
on advances made to the old Russian 
government during the war. 


Although • the contributions pay- 


able by Germany are . characterized 
as reparations, a very considerable 
part of the first $5,000,000,000 will 
not be available 'for reparation pur- 
poses, since it has been assigned to 
the -payment of the expenses' of the 
armies of occupation and such food 
supplies as must be furnished Ger- 
many, since the occupation of the 
left bank of the Rhine will continue 
during'the entire two years covered 
by this first payment. The expenses, 
particularly of the French occupa- 
tion army, will eat deeply into the 
$5,000,000,000. • 


No announcement has as yet been 


made regarding the' precise defini- 
tion of the yarious "Categories" of 
reparations. In other words there 
is no definition of the classes of 
damages for which Germany is re- 
quired to pay. . It can be stated, 
however, that the five categories 
adopted comprise reparation for ac- 
tual damage to life and property; 
pensions for crippled and families 
of slain soldiers; compensation for 
enforced labor exacted 
of inhabi- 


tants of occupied regions,.including 
work done by reported Belgians; 
remuneration for illegally exacted 
labor by prisoners' of war and pay- 
ments for German requisitions m 
occupied territories.

Itate aid lor discharged soldiers will 
be given hearings by the joint com- 
mittee on finance Wednesday after- 
noon. The first measure, by Senat- 
.or Cunningham", provides that every 
honorably discharged Wisconsin sol- 
dier, sailor, and marine shall be paid 
a sum equal to three months'pay. It 
is estimated that this hill would 
coat 510,000,000. At the same time 
the committee will give a hearing 
to Senator Pullen's bill 
providing 


for the payment to each honorably 
discharg-ed soldier, sailor and marine 
upon his return to the state of $10 
for each month in the service. 


Should either of these bills be 


recommended for passage it is prob- 
ably that the money will 
not be 


raised by a state tax, 'but that bonds 
will be issued to raise the money in 
much the same plan as was done 
during the civil war. Both bills 
have attracted wide attention, and 
representatives from many sections 
of the state are expected here to 
urge the passage of the bill. 


Following consideration these two 


measures, consideration will be giv- 
en by tile finance committee of a bill 
offered by Senator Nye providing 
for free tuition and $30 a month to 
honorably discharged soldiers who 
desire to attend the higher institu-
